SHELTON 
STUDENTS LOVE 
VOICEFX 

A recent survey found that 
96,3% of Shelton students 
thought the college's 
VoiceFX system was useful, 
and 87.9% thought it was a 
good idea. Ninety- four 

percent of the responding 
students have not had any 
problems with the service, 
and 79% thought it was 
better than grade mailers. 
Almost 90% of the students 
said they wanted to continue 
to get their grades over 
VoiceFX. 

VoiceFX, which began in 
December 1996, is a grade 
delivery system and allows 
the college to upload the 
students grade information 
into a computer in 
Pennsylvania. Students 

have almost three months to 
call the service, using a toll 
free number, and obtain 
their grades. 

By changing to the process 
of sending grades by voice 
mail rather than the 
traditional method of 
mailing grades, the college 
saves 1 2 cents per student. 
However, student 

convenience was also a 
major factor in making the 
change. VoiceFX lets the 
college provide a number 
that students can access 
their grades from anywhere 
in the country, 24 hours a 
day, as often as they want. 



VoiceFX provides the 
college with one telephone 
line for every 500 students, 
ensuring the students they 
will never hear a busy signal. 
The use of VoiceFX has cut 
the grade processing time 
for the admissions office and 
data processing office from 
approximately 32 hours to 
12 hours. This gives the 
staff more time to 
concentrate on the needs of 
the students instead of the 
grade forms.
